Meanwhile,  just  four  floors  overhead, 
there  is  a quiet  comfortable  restaurant 
with  good  music,  excellent  service,  and  an 
unequalled  view  of  campus  and  surround- 
ing valley.  This  restaurant  is  open  to  the 
public  from  12  to  2 p.m.  every  day  and  the 
prices  run  only  15  cents  above  those  in  the 
main  cafeteria  for  a full  course  meal. 

If  you  haven’t  taken  advantage  of  this 
bargain  you’re  missing  one  of  the  best  op- 
portunities on  campus.  There  are  usually 
plenty  of  tables  and  lots  of  friendly  per- 
sonalized service.

The  Eg- 
gestein  Bible  (1463  A.D.),  the  Ko- 
berger  Bible  (1480  A.D.),  and  a 
facsimile  of  the  1455  A.D.  Guten- 
berg Bible  accompanied  by  a leaf 
from  tha  original  Gutenberg  Bible 
are  represented,  Flake  noted.

EDITORIAL

Dr.  Robert  Hutchins,  former  President  of  the  University 
of  Chicago  and  founder  of  the  Great  Books  Program,  once 
said,  “To  destroy  our  Western  Civilization,  we  don’t  have  to 
burn  all  the  books.  We  merely  have  to  leave  them  unread  for 
one  generation.”  The  principal  problem  we  have  to  face  today, 
as  the  frontiers  of  human  knowledge  are  being  thrust  back,  is 
that  this  knowledge  is  being  committed  to  print,  and  it  must 
be  read  before  it  can  be  used. 

Advances  have  been  made  in  almost  every  field  of  human 
endeavor.  We  run  faster,  fly  higher,  and  dive  deeper,  but  we 
still  read  at  the  same  speed  that  our  grandparents  did : 800 
words  per  minute.  With  the  discovery  of  Reading  Dynamics, 
this  is  no  longer  necessary. 

The  whole  philosophy  of  learning  could  be  changed  if 
every  person  in  this  country  would  take  the  time  to  use  his 
dormant  capabilities  for  faster  reading.  No  industry  could  use 
the  same  standards  and  techniques  it  used  25  years  ago  and 
expect  to  continue  in  existence.
